JAPANESE NETSUKE 


Netsuke are miniature sculptures that were invented 
in 17th Century Japan to serve a very practical function. 


Traditional Japanese garments had no pockets and men 
who wore them needed a place to store their personal 
belongings. Women could carry things in their wide 
sleeves, but men would place personal objects in 
containers called sagemono suspended by cords from 
their obi. The most popular containers were beautifully 
crafted boxes (inro) that were held closed by sliding 
beads on the cords (ojime). The toggle that secured the 
cord at the top was a netsuke. 


Early netsuke were quite plain and often made of wood 
or stone, however by the 18th Century they were often 
finely carved ornaments that displayed the owner’s 
wealth. 


From the middle Edo period (1615-1868) ivory was one 
of the most popular materials for netsuke. They were 
also made of wood, amber, coral, stone, tortoiseshell, 
porcelain, or even cast-bronze. No longer in general 
use, there are still a number of netsuke carvers because 
they are in such demand as collector’s items.

JAPANESE ARMOR 


The samurai were warrior-nobles in Japanese society with a strong 
code of honor called bushido. In the 16th Century, warring groups 
of samurai were convinced to use diplomacy rather than fighting to 
achieve peace and the bushido became a code for living a moral and 
spiritual life. 


Prior to the 10th Century, Japanese armor was influenced by Chinese 
and Korean counterparts and both scale and lamellar constructions 
were used. Few examples of this ancient armor have survived. 


From the 10th-15th Centuries, a purely Japanese style of armor 
using scale construction appeared and Japanese armor achieved its 
distinctive appearance that we think of today. 


Armors of the 16th-19th Centuries arose out of the feudal wars in great variety. Construction was mostly lamellar but 
during the Edo Period some armorers returned to scale construction. Full-plate armor appeared in the mid-16th Century 
and despite their cost, they became very popular. 


There are as many as two dozen elements in a full suit of armor but there are only six basic elements (rokugu): the cuirass 
(do), the helmet (kabuto), the face mask (menpo or men yoroi), the armored sleeves (kote), the greaves (suneate), and 
the cuisses (haidate). The seventh element that was not part of the rokugu were the shoulder guards (sode). 


The do was characterized by different forms of construction throughout history: scales, lamellae, or full-plate. It is the 
largest portion of any armor and was made from a series of oblong-shaped steel plates (called lamellae) and linked 
together with leather strips covered with layers of lacquer. 


The protection for the thighs (kusazuri) is attached to the bottom of the do with suspending cords. The sode protected 
the shoulders and arms and they were made from small plates that were laced together with silk braid which allowed for 
movement. 


The helmet (kabuto) is made of several plates but during and after the Heian period Japanese armorers produced excellent 
examples of single-plate helmets. The kabuto consists of two parts: the bowl (hachi) and the neck-guard (shikoro). 


The menpo (or men yoroi) was popular. Some thought the fierce faces put fear in the hearts of their enemies but few 
samurai wore it into battle because they wanted the enemy to see their face. 


Up to the mid-12th Century the kote were only worn on one sleeve to protect the left arm from the bow-string. Over time 
the second sleeve protection was added as protection against blades. The gauntlets (tekko) could be separated from the 
kote but they were more commonly attached, forming a single element. 


The suneate protect the legs but the earliest ones did not protect the knees. Knee guards appeared in the 12th Century. 
The kote and the suneate were made asa pair in the same design, from steel, lacquered leather, or the Japanese brigandine 
(kikko). The shapes of the plates may differ but the color, decoration, and materials would be the same. 


Around the 13th Century the haidate made of chain mail and plates appeared to protect the thighs, but like the menpo, 
they were rarely worn on the battlefield. 


Beneath this armor a samurai would wear a one-piece garment that was quite baggy and loose pants with a kimono on 
top.
